BKEAD9TUFFS AND THE Al.llANUE. 


The exports of breadstuff* for Uio year 


ending June 30, 1301, were, according to 
tho official returns, as follows: 
Wheat, 


54,201,282 bushels; value, $50,493,037; 
wheat flour, 11,007,638 barrels, value, 
*53,11C,884; corn, 39,804,380 bushels, 
value, $17,134,370; oats, value, $389,078; 
total, $123,150,478. The total valuo of 
breads tuttd exported during the year 
ending June 30, 1890, was $150,090,033, 
or $37,538,555 more than for the year 
ending June 30th last. 


As crops are reported as being above 


the average in the great grnin growing 
States of tho West this year, it is expect 
eel that the exports of breadstuff;! will be 
much greater than last year, especially 
as their is a shortage iu the grain-grow- 
ing sections of Kussia aud I ml in, which 
arc the principal competitors with Amur 
iesui graiu iu western Europe. 


The Farmers' Alliance, awute that a 


tariff on wheat and breadstuff's, of which 
the country produces much more tlmn is 
required for homo consumption, is siui 
ply a trick of the politicians to deceive 
the graiu-growers, has formulated a plan 
to control the eutire wheat crop of the 
country. It purposes uniting the farm- 
ers in a gigantic wheat tjust, ia which 
the producers shall be stockholders aud 
by which speculators are to be squeezed 
or driven out of the business. The wheat 
crop tins year is estimated at 500,000,000 
bushels, nnd the Alliance believes that 
four-fifths of this can be held back by 
the farmers from four to eigbt weeks. 
This will send the prico up and compel 
tho speculators, who have contracts to 
fill, to pay what the trust demands. Tho 
General Alliance has prepared a circular 
requesting farmers to hold their wheat. 
These circulars are being sent to the 
40,000 Secretaries of the Alliance for dis- 
tribution, and it is believed that if the 
instructions are followed the price of 
wheat will bo advanced in the grout 
wheat centers, like Chicago, for instance, 
from 25 to 50 pur cent, iu a few weeks.

About 
three o'clock a cload-burat took place near 
where the big snow slide occurred yours 
ago. In n few moments a terrible flood of 
water came down three separate canyons, 
sweeping everything before it. 
When the 


first alarm of the flood was given, women 
and children hurried to safe quarters 
through rain, carrying babes iu their aims. 
From Genoa Canyon the water rushed 
down in a eiagle breast twenty feet high, 
carrying logs and bowlders in wild confu- 
sion. It struck C. W. Cake's undertaking 
•hop and swept it like a toy two hundred 
yards into Gray's fields. The large etock 
of coffins alSD floated off into the field. The 
water made a clean shot from Snow Slide 
Canyon, leaving rocks bare and dashing 
over the base of the mountain. C. W. 
Dake saw the water come ont and says 
when the stream from Snow Slide Canyon 
struck that from Genoa Canyon the water 
shot up iu the air fifty or sixty feet. 
The 


water from Genoa Canyon rushed down 
with rocks and logs and covered Mrs. Bay- 
craft's fine young orchard, potatoes and 
vegetables on the Nimrod, which was de- 
vastated by the snow slide of '82. T. N. 
Eausen's pasture lot was covered with im- 
mense bowlders and totally ruined. L. 
Fray ia the heaviest loser of all, bis large 
flume was entirely swept away from the 
mouth of Genoa Canyon. Dozens of logs, 
some forty feet long "and three feet in 
diameter, were carried across the road and 
from two to three hundred yards down into 
a field. Bocks and debris cover much of 
the finest meadow and grain land and des- 
troyed the crops thereon. The entire 
water supply of Genoa is cut off, 
the pipes 


being broken and the tanks filled ffilb 
debris or washed out. 


A Flan to Rob a Bank Frustrated by a 


Reporter.

A local newspaper man got wind 
of the scheme by protending to be a tough 
from Missouri.

Colonel McClurc. 


Alexander H. MoClure, the well-known 


Philadelphia journalist whose controversy 
with Colonel John G. Nioolay regarding 
the late Hannibal Hamtin has attracted at- 
tention, was born sixty-one years ago in 
Franklin county, Pa. He first worked in 
a tannery, bat abandoned this for journal- 
ism, and during tho war became editor of 
the Chamborsbnrg Repository, a weekly 
paper. He took great interest in politics, 
and was a delegate to the Lincoln Con- 
vention in 18GO. He was a delegate at- 
large in 1864. 
He joined the Democratic 


natty in 1872 in the Greeley-Grant cam- 
paign, and was a staunch supporter of 


Hancock in 1880, and of Cleveland in 1884. 
He was Chairman of the State Committee 
and has always exhibited great skill in 
handling politicians. He learned political 
methods from Simon Cameron, which be 
afterwards very effectually used against 
him in opposition. Colonel HcCIure es- 
tablished, in connection with two Phila- 
delphia printers, the MoLaughlin Bros., 
the Philadelphia Times in 1877. 
He is its 


principal proprietor and its editor-in-chief. 
For some time be was an agent for the 
Pennsylvania railroad in Virginia. Col. 
MoClnre -vields a powerful pan and con- 
siders hiu,i> jif a better journalist than editor. 
He is a fine specimen of humanity, being 
six foot three in height, with a head and 
face suggesting Daniel Webster. 
He it 


much admired as a speaker and as a 
writer.
